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The Budget and The Police 

In the preliminary discussion of the budget, a proposal was 
made to save the cost of one police officer by using county police 
during the afternoon hours. Local police would work the even¬ 
ing and early morning shifts only. 

This proposal has hit the morale of ottr police force a severe 
blow. At present three officers are rotating the shifts, and this 
newspaper has learned that they look forward to their turn on 
the afternoon shift, which most nearly represents “normal” work¬ 
ing hours. If this proposal is approved, all they can look forward 
to is continuous employment on odd shifts. As one citizen put it, 
the county would get the “gravy” shift. 

We believe we have a fine police force. The low crime rate 
in Greenbelt can be largely attributed to their efficiency and dili¬ 
gence. It is well-known that prevention of crime is as important 
as the solving of crimes. 

The council’s reasoning that the afternoon is a compara¬ 
tively “crime-free' period may be true. Nevertheless, when most 
breadwinners are at work, there is need for continuous police pro¬ 
tection in the community. Furthermore, local residents should 
have the comforting knowledge that such protection is immed¬ 
iately available. 

It is a step in the right direction to explore how the county 
can assist the city of Greenbelt in the matter of police protection. 
However, we feel that due consideration should be given to our 
own police staff. The penalty of having a disgruntled, unsatisfied 
police force may not be worth the few dollars saved.

Facts on Library 

At the City Council meeting on 
November 8, 1954, the City Mana¬ 
ger recommended the transfer of 
our library to the Prince Georges 
County Library system. This rec¬ 
ommendation was being made for 
two reasons. It was claimed that 
It would save money and lower 
taxes, and second, that the County 
Library system had improved to a 
sufficient degree that our library 
service would not be materially af¬ 
fected. 

As a citizen of Greenbelt and 
more particularly from the van¬ 
tage point of a Director of GVHC, 
I appreciate the absolute neces¬ 
sity for a lower tax rate. How¬ 
ever, I also recognize that one of 
the advantages of living in Green¬ 
belt is the community services 
available. 

I believe this proposed action 
Should be considered in the light 
of the full facts. For example, as 
of January 1, 1954, the annual ex¬ 
penditure in the State of Maryland 
for library service was about 65 
cents per capita. This should be 
compared with the goal of $1.50 to 
$2 50 per capita of the Division of 
Library Extension, Maryland 
State Department of Education, 
and the 1943 recommendation of 
$1.50 per capita as the estimate for 
a reasonably good library” made 
by the American Library Associa¬ 
tion. 

More specifically, it should be 
compared to the following per cap¬ 
ita expenditures for the fiscal year 


1953: 

Oty of Baltimore $1.93 

Montgomery County 1.54 

St. Mary’s County .96 

Prince Georges County .59 


During the same period the per 
capita for our library was $1.57. 
I understand it is lower this year. 

With the county’s low per capi¬ 
ta expenditure, there is serious 
question as to the quality of library 
service that would be rendered if 
the transfer takes place. 

The Public Library in the United 
States is cherished because of our 
tradition of equal opportunity and 
freedom of thought and eommuni- 
catien. In these troubled times we 
should be careful not to take a 
step backward.

McDonald’s Budget Message 




October 28, 1954 


To the Mayor and 

Members of Council: 

Greenbelt is indeed fortunate in 
having tlie same members sitting 
on the City Council to consider the 
1955 municipal budget as were sit¬ 
ting when the 1J154 budget was ap¬ 
proved and the tax rate cut in half 
from the previous year. 

In general, the citizenry by its 
complacent attitude has express¬ 
ed approval of the efforts of this 
Council to give Greenbelt efficient 
municipal services of high quality. 
However, there have been reper¬ 
cussions from prospective devel¬ 
opers of vacant land and those in¬ 
terested in building new homes 
because the tax rate in Greenbelt 
seems abnormal as compared with 
neighboring communities. 

With so much undeveloped land 
within the corporate limits of 
Greenbelt and the many advan¬ 
tages the location offers to the de¬ 
velopment of residential, commer¬ 
cial, and now even industrial build¬ 
ing, every assistance and induce¬ 
ment should be given to encour¬ 
age this development in order to 
increase the assessed valuation, 
and proportionately reduce our 
tax rate. 

In the consideration of the 1955 
budget it is very disappointing at 
this time to find that during the 
past year the assessed valuation 
of Greenbelt real property in¬ 
creased less than $100,000.00, and 
that this amount would have re¬ 
duced the 1954 tax rate only three 
cents per $100.00 assessed valua¬ 
tion. It is doubly disappointing 
because there seemed to be so 
much encouragement at the time 
the 1954 budget was considered 
that several hundred homes would 
he started by the time the 1955 
study was made, and we would be 
dealing in million dollar assess¬ 
ment increases instead of less than 
$100,000.00 figure. 

The task of reducing the tax 
rate for 1955 resolves itself to a 
restudy of the i possible duplicating 
of services furnished by Prince 
Georges County and paid for by 
Greenbelt citizens through the 
County tax. In order that the City 
Council may make this study more 
readily, I have prepared one 
budget estimate continuing all of 
the present municipal services, 
and a second budget estimate if 
full advantage were taken of all 
available County services. These 
duplicate services are the library, 
recreation, public health, fire and 
police department. 

The total recommended expendi¬ 
ture budget continuing the pres¬ 
ent services is $331,624.00, an in¬ 
crease of $27,860.00 Of this 
amount, $20,145.00 appears in rev¬ 
enue producing departments and 
an offsetting revenue is provided 
for in the revenue side of the 
budget. 

The $7,715.00 balance is account¬ 
ed for by $2,106.00 added to the 
health department to provide for 
a full-time public health nurse; 
$3,265.00 in Other Recreation, (Sal¬ 
aries) and other operating expens¬ 
es; $574.00 for Elections as 1955 is 
an election year; and the remain¬ 
der for increases in several other 
departments. 

The estimated budget, utilizing 
available County services, is $308, 
371.00, and the approval of this 
budget would mean that the 
amount raised from real property 
tax in 1954 would be reduced by

$6,379.00 in 1955. The use of the 
total “B” budget figures would be 
a saving of approximately $23,000.- 
00 which would not have to be 
raised through real property taxes. 

On the revenue side of the 1955 
budget I have estimated that Real 
Property would have to produce 
$16,870.00 more than was raised in 
1954 to continue the present serv¬ 
ices, and as mentioned above, $6,- 
379.00 less if County services are 
utilized. 

An increase is expected in all 
other State shared taxes, fines and 
forfeitures. The sum of $3,000.00 
is estimated as a Waste Collection 
charge to commercial property 
and a request is made to Council 
to provide for that charge. 

The increase shown for the 
swimming pool operation can be 
realized by a change in the ad¬ 
mission prices. 

The increase in the Sewer and 
Water revenue will be produced 
if the water is used, and will not 
be required if it is not used. 

In order to produce the revnue 
shown for the bus operation an 
increase in fares must be forth¬ 
coming. The revenue for the bus 
operation in 1954 is gradually re¬ 
ducing as we are not carrying the 
number of passengers we carried 
in previous years. 

The fact that only $7,500.00 is 
available from Surplus this year 
as compared with $18,500.00 avail¬ 
able Surplus last year means that 
$il,000.00 has to be raised from 
other sources, and this is, of 
course, the big reason that an ad¬ 
ditional amount has to be raised 
through real property tax. 

The estimated assessed valua¬ 
tion of all real property in Green¬ 
belt as of January 1,1955 is $6,920,- 
000.00, and to produce the amount 
of real property tax estimated in 
the budget to continue the present 
services will produce a tax rate of 
$2,359 per $100.00 assessed valua¬ 
tion; and by using the amount 
needed in the budget to utilize 
County services, the tax rate will 
be $2,023 per $100.00 assessed val¬ 
uation. ) 

In conclusion, it is interesting 
to note that for the first time in 
our budget history we have not 
included an item for payments in 
lieu of taxes from the Federal 
Government; therefore, the deci¬ 
sions of Council will in no way be 
hampered or directed bv that pa¬ 
ternalistic influence. We are on 
our own, and it is up to us to 
prove ourselves.

Center PTA Features 
“Know Your Teachers” 

Approximately 250 people at¬ 
tended the November meeting of 
the Center School Parent-Teach¬ 
ers Association last Tuesday eve¬ 
ning.

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JCC Story Wins Essay 
Prize For Local Girl 

Honorable mention in a national 
essay contest has been won by 
Marion Ryss, It year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Murray Ryss of 
3J-S Ridge. The contest was spon¬ 
sored by World Over, a youth mag¬ 
azine published by the Jewish Edu¬ 
cation Committee of New York, 
in celebration of the American 
Jewish Tercentenary this year. 

The editors of the magazine 
wrote Marion that her essay, en¬ 
titled “My Place in the Commun¬ 
ity,” was chosen from among hun¬ 
dreds submitted by boys and girls 
throughout the country. They said 
that it demonstrated on her part 
“a willingness to work and a feel¬ 
ing for your community and your 
heritage.” 

Marion’s essay began as follows: 

"Greenbelt is the name of the 
community I live in. It is a 
model town. It has almost any¬ 
thing you could v/ant. Greenbelt 
is a wonderful place for girls and 
be vs to have fun. ft furnishes reo 
rent ion for children all year round. 
The recreation department gives 
swimming lessons at our swim¬ 
ming pool. It also has classes lor 
arts and crafts work. There are 
also recreation classes in Grccnhelt 
that provide lessons in drama, 
square and folk dancing, and 
tumbling.” 

The essay goes on to describe 
the building of the Jewish Com¬ 
munity Center, which, until recent¬ 
ly was built almost entirely with 
the volunteer, unskilled help of 
Jewish residents. As Marion ex¬ 
plained it, the Jews in Greenbelt 
wanted a place where they “could 
get together to worship God as 
well as have a place for social ac¬ 
tivities. 

".•'he only trouble was we didn't 
have any money to buy the land 
and have a building built. The 
men in Greenbelt are mostly Gov¬ 
ernment workers and are not able 
to contribute the sum of money 
necessary. There was such a de¬ 
sire for a building that everyone 
■"ontributeed enough money to buy 
the land. Due to the fact that 
there wasn't enough money to hire 
people to construct the building, 
it was decided that the Jewish 
men of the community would do 
the work themselves. Men who 
never before did any construction 
work became bricklayers, carpen¬ 
ters. and laborers ... 

Marion humorously noted that 
“this work was not without sad 
developments. In clearing the land, 
two of the men, one of which was 
my father, got poison ivy.” 

Her essay also pointed out that 
“the leaders of the other church 
groups were so impressed by the 
progress the Jewish people were 
making” that they set aside a day 
called "Greenbelt Jewish Commun¬ 
ity Day” on which the men of their 
congregation would come and help 
with the work on the building. “It 
was a wonderful sight (she wrote) 
to see the Reverend of the Com¬ 
munity Church and members of 
his church plus men from the 
Catholic Church and the other 
churches all working together to 
help us get our building done.”

Council Notes 

Mayor Frank Lastner is trying 
hard to keep citizens from com¬ 
menting on the budget until the 
public hearing, in order to speed 
council action on the budget; but 
a comment sneaks in now and 
then. It’s hard to be quiet about 
taxes in Greenbelt. 

A petition signed by 131 citizens 
was received by the council re¬ 
questing a sidewalk on Hillside 
near the church areas. The hazard¬ 
ous traffic in the area is cited 
as the need for some kind of pedes¬ 
trian protection. A blue-chip walk 
may be installed at the cost of 
$600 if the roadways fund can ac¬ 
commodate the expense. One point 
to consider was expressed by Mc¬ 
Donald; Greenbelt’s plan calls for 
inter-court walks, not bordering 
roadways. 

“National Week for Retarded 
Children” was recognized by the 
city council through approval of 
a resolution. The week occurs 
from November 14 to 20. Lastner 
asked support of citizens of local 
organization during this fund 
drive. 

Another resolution supporting a 
Maryland Municipal League pro¬ 
posal to exempt municipalities 
from gasoline tax was approved. 
Reasoning: We receive a return 
from gas taxes and should not be 
paying taxes indirectly to our¬ 
selves, when the city purchases 
gas. 

Wants Lake Lowered 

“Pop” Bell of Izaak Walton 
League requested permission to 
lower lake to 30 feet from shore 
line for clean up of debris to help 
lake fish growth. To be done after 
oass season, which ends November 
30. City will assist in program, if 
it can. 

Reason for water stoppage was 
disclosed by McDonald: To tie in 
Lakeside homes with water line, 
valves were closed, but they had 
faulty “seatings.” Necessitated go¬ 
ing up several "blocks” to accom¬ 
plish tie-in, and it lasted longer 
than expected. So many phoned 
complaints arrived to city office. 
McDonald felt all residents knew 
about water steppage and notifi¬ 
cation of residents was deemed fu¬ 
tile at this late date. Council ex¬ 
pressed regret and apology at in¬ 
convenience, and promised it won’t 
happen again. 

Shack to Be Screened 

A letter from Harry Thompson 
of Interior Department, disclosed 
that the maintenance shack on 
Greenbelt Road for new express¬ 
way will be painted, landscaped 
and screened by trees from road. 
Also enclosed by chain link fence, 
Thompson promised.! He wasn’t 
aware that he was cutting through 
Greenbelt property when the site 
was selected, and he requested 
maps and ordinances to prevent 
future abuses of Greenbelt. 

A letter from Mrs. James Flynn 
to the. council proposed Mrs. Oscar 
Zoellncr as mayor to replace Frank 
Lastner when he leaves for county 
commissioner job soon. Lastner 
called the suggestion ‘premature.” 

Over 25 citizens attended the 
meeting.

In one of the most heroic naval engagements of World War II, 
officers and men of Rear Admiral Dan Gallery’s Task Force 22.3 
boarded and captured Nazi submarine U-505. Fast action saved 
sub as it was about to sink. (Inset) Towed to Chicago from Ports¬ 
mouth, N. H. Navy yards, sub was placed in floating drydoclc and 
beached at 57th Street and the Outer Drive in Chicago. Sub was 
rolled off to tracks on this temporary pier. Tracks extended from 
pier end to Outer Drive. 



When breakers threatened to wash away cribbing supporting 
beached sub. International TD-24 crawler tractor was brought in, 
bladed sand into nine-foot-high protective dike. 




Jacked up four and one-half feet above beach pier, sub was then 
rolled across Outer Drive to permanent exhibition site at the east 
wing of Chicago’s Museum of Science and Industry.
